Thomas Dixon 

Thomas Dixon played 
basketball at the College 
from 1971 - 1973. He 
averaged 18 points and 12 
rebounds the first two 
games of his freshman 
year. Unfortunately, Tom 
broke his ankle in the 
third game; however, he received another year 
of eligibility and continued with an average of 
17 points and 12 rebounds per game. Tom was 
also named to the Region XX All-Star squad in 
1972- 1973. 

In addition to teaching physical education, 
Tom serves as head coach of varsity basketball 
at John Handley High School in Winchester, Va. 
He possesses a record of 344 wins and 200 
losses during his 23 years at the helm. 


Bryan Golden 

Bryan Golden attended 
Potomac State from 1998 
- 2000. He was on the 
baseball team that won 
the 2000 Region XX 
Championship and ad¬ 
vanced to the Eastern 
District Finals Champ¬ 
ionship Game, coming within one game of 
reaching the JUCO World Series. Bryan boasted 
impressive stats during the two seasons he was 
at Potomac State with a batting average of .373, 
14 home runs, 67 RBIs, 78 runs and 52 walks. 
He and his parents were instrumental in the 
planning and construction of ‘Golden Park’ (his 
namesake), which opened in March 2002. Bryan 
was drafted by the Chicago Cubs in 1999. Bryan 
currently serves as vice president of Womex Inc., 
yet makes time to work with youngsters in 
baseball clinics. 


Erin (Furey) McKenzie 

Erin McKenzie attended 
the College from 1997 - 
1999. During that time 
she broke several records 
as a member of the 
womens basketball team: 
most three-point goals in 
a career (105), most 
three-point goals in a season (54), first two- 
time captain in the Colleges history, and most 
assists in a season with 45. Erin was the only 
player to be ranked in the top 10 in three 
separate categories at one time: first in the 
nation with three-point field goals, fourth in 
free-throw percentage and ninth in assists per 
game. Erin currently teaches third grade at 
Frost Elementary and serves as head coach of 
the Frankfort High School varsity girls 
basketball team.

Calling Potomac State College “a campus that 
does a really great job,” West Virginia 
University President James Clements pledged 
to work with the College to build on its 
strengths in order to help it become even more 
successful at educating its students. 

“Your students are very successful students; the 
students are educated very, very well,” he said, 
noting that Potomac State students who 
transfer on to WVU are among the most 
successful students at the University. 

Clements, along with Provost Michele G. 
Wheatly and Associate Provosts Elizabeth 
Dooley and Russ Dean, visited Potomac State 
College in the fall, taking a tour of the facilities, 
meeting with faculty, staff and students, and 


speaking briefly at a reception attended by 
College personnel as well as members of the 
community. 

Clements himself told the group he has 
“bragged about Potomac State often” since 
taking the helm of the University. “My view is 
that we're all part of the family,” he said of 
Potomac State and other satellite campuses. 
“And you all are the shining star among the 
family.” 

Noting that Odell “was not shy” in expressing 
the local College's need for more resources, 
more classroom space, and updated 
technology, Clements pledged to help Potomac 
State get the resources it needs.

Potomac State Continues Record-Breaking 
Enrollment for Spring Semester

The trend is continuing as Potomac State College is 
experiencing its best spring enrollment in history. 
There are 1,604 students attending classes this spring 
which equates to a 15 percent increase or 212 more 
students compared to this time a year ago. 

This past fall, Potomac State announced its best 
enrollment in the history of the College with 1,810 
students reflecting a 14 percent increase over the 2008 
fall enrollment. 

The College experienced an increase this spring in the 
number of returning freshmen and sophomores from 
the Fall 2009 semester at the rate of 22 and 25 percent, 
respectively. 

Beth Little, Director of Enrollment Services, believes 
there are two key factors contributing to Potomac 
State’s enrollment growth - the economy and the 
Colleges affordable tuition.“Students are realizing not 
only is this a good time to be in school but it’s also a 
good time to stay in school. It’s a competitive job 
market out there and now more than ever education is 
a determining factor between job applicants,” said 
Little.
